committees. 

Food  Labelling  Postponement. — The  Min- 
istry of  Food  announces  that,  following 
representations  from  manufacturers  as  to 
the  difficulties  of  obtaining  new  supplies 
of  labels  and  packaging  material  and  of 
disposing  of  existing  stocks,  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order  (S.  R.  &  O.,  1944,  No.  738) 
will  be  amended  to  come  into  force  as 
follows :  (a)  Advertisements,  other  than 
labels,  in  which  the  presence  of  vitamins 
or  minerals  is  claimed  or  suggested : 
January  1,  1945;  (b)  Labels:  (i)  sales 
otherwise  than  by  retail  by  manufacturer, 
May  1,  1945;  (ii)  sales  otherwise  than  by 
retail  by  wholesaler,  August  1,  1945 ; 
(iii)  sales  by  retail,  November  1,  1945. 

South  Africans  in  London. — A  South 
African  Government  Mission  now  visiting 
this  country  met  members  of  the  London 
General  Export  Merchants'  Group  trading 
with  South  Africa  and  members  of  the 
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South  African  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at  a  conference  on 
December  4.  The  Chamber  subsequently 
entertained  the  Controller  of  the  Imports 
and  Exports  Committee  in  the  Union,  and 
other  members,  to  luncheon. 

Penicillin  Gift  to  Belfast.— The  Medical 
Research  Council  has  made  a  gift  of  peni- 
cillin to  three  Belfast  hospitals :  the  Royal 
Victoria,  the  Royal  Maternity,  and  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 

Medical  Supplies  for  Eire. — The  Irish 
Red  Cross  Society  has  received  a  further 
consignment  of  medical  supplies  from  the 
American  authorities;  it  totals  72  tons 
and  includes  4,760  pails  of  soft  soap,  207 
boxes  of  dressings  and  surgical  supplies, 
nineteen  boxes  of  dental  instruments  and 
zinc  oxide,  eight  boxes  of  steriliser  instru- 
ments, and  a  small  quantity  of  multi- 
vitamin capsules  and  cotton  wool. 

Gaelic  Athletes'  Dublin  Social. — A  social 
evening  organised  by  the  Chemists'  Gaelic 
Athletic  Association  Club,  and  held  in 
Dublin  on  November  21,  was  presided  over 
by  Mr.  P.  C.  Cahill.  The  attendance  included 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Cremen  (president,  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland),  F.  X.  Meagher, 
G.  C.  O'Neill;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  K.  Dargan; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gilsenan;  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
McNally,  and  a  full  attendance  of  Club 
members,  including  Messrs.  Peter  Bosney 
(chairman),  Tommy  Banks  (captain),  and 
Seamus  Fox,  who  acted  as  M.C. 

Seaweed  Collection  in  Cornwall. — Wo- 
men's Institutes  in  Cornwall  have  res- 
ponded to  an  appeal  by  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  for  volunteers  to  collect  species  of 
seaweed  from  which  agar  is  produced.  The 
seaweed  is  found  uncovered  on  most  beaches 
in  Devon  and  Cornwall  only  at  the  spring 
tides.  Women  from  the  Polkerris  Institute 
paddled  around  the  rocks  to  which  the 
seaweed  clings  to  obtain  supplies.  Locally 
the  seaweed  is  known  as  "laver,"  "laver 
bread"  or  "black  butter."  It  has  been 
gathered  from  the  rocks  along  the  coast 
for  as  long  as  the  oldest  inhabitants  can 
remember,  and  when  prepared  as  food  is 
to  be  found  displayed  for  sale  in  nearly 
all  the  pannier  markets.  It  is  especially 
appreciated  with  bacon  for  breakfast, 
though  it  is  not  appetising  in  appearance. 

Doctors  and  White  Paper  Proposals. — At 

the  annual  representative  meeting  of  the 
British  Medical  Association,  held  on  De- 
cember 5,  the  chairman  of  the  Council 
(Dr.  H.  Guy  Dain),  moving  the  adoption 


of  the  Association's  report  on  "The  Futur 
of  the  Medical  Service,"  said  in  no  circum 
stances  would  they  agree  to  the  start  o 
the  service  until  they  were  satisfied  tha 
it  would  be  the  best  possible  service  to  th 
public.  That  could  not  be  done  with  th 
present  shortage  of  doctors.  Motions  b1 
two  branches,  urging  the  postponement  o 
consideration  of  the  White  Paper  until  afte 
the  war,  were  rejected.  Several  speaker 
wanted  the  scheme  rejected  outright,  bu 
others  took  the  view  that  there  must  be 
comprehensive  medical  service.  A  resolu 
tion  regarding  the  White  Paper  proposal 
as  only  a  basis  for  negotiations  if  altere( 
in  essential  particulars  was  accepted,  a 
was  another  resolution  which,  while  wel 
coming  an  extension  of  the  panel  system 
wholly  opposed  a  State  salaried  service 
The  meeting  carried  a  resolution  urginj 
that  the  administrative  proposals  in  th 
White  Paper,  and  the  form  of  control  the;; 
involved,  were  "inimical  to  efficiency  anc 
progress."  The  meeting  was  adjourned. 

Commercial  Standards  in  Pharmacy. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharmacists 
Association,  London,  on  November 
Mr.  Frank  Noble  (chairman)  presiding,  th 
speaker  (Mr.  Norman  Dewey)  dealt  wit! 
"Commercial  Pharmacy."  By  means  of 
table  he  illustrated  the  division  of  phar 
macists  into  grades,  from  the  entireb 
professional  found  in  educational  anc 
administrative  pharmacy,  to  the  pre 
ponderantly  commercial  found  in  whole 
sale  and  retail  distribution.  Measured  b; 
the  opinion  of  outside  contacts,  he  con 
sidered  that  pharmacists  in  the  latte 
categories  had  not  acquired  the  status  the; 
deserved.  This  was  because  they  had  faile< 
to  build  a  fair  distinction  between  them 
selves  and  others  who  were  purely  traders 
It  was  necessary  to  use  the  same  sellinj 
points  for  pharmacy  that  were  used  fo 
selling  a  commoaity,  namely,  to  show  th 
goods,  instil  confidence  and  appeal  to  th 
senses  and  emotions  of  the  public.  T< 
attain  this  end  the  dispensary  should  bi 
brought  from  obscurity  at  the  back  of  th 
shop  and  given  pride  of  place.  Seeing  th 
apparatus  used  and  the  works  of  refereno 
would  foster  an  appreciation  of  the  exten 
of  pharmaceutical  training  and  knowledge 
The  protection  of  individual  interest 
would  always  be  assured  to  pharmacist 
who  wholeheartedly  supported  the  Chemists 
Friends  scheme.  At  the  conclusion  o 
the  meeting  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr 
Dewey  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Howan 
Evans  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Mauric 
Healey.

World    Health    Convention    Planned. — 

Lionel  James  A.  Crabtree,  United  States 
fmy  Medical  Corps  (acting  director  of  the 
nited  Nations  Relief  and  Rehabilitation 
dministration's  Health  Division),  said  at 
recently  held  Press  conference  that  the 
Duncil  had  been  recommended  to  call 
i_  international  conference  as  soon  .as 
Dssible  to  amend  existing  international 
mitary  conventions  in  accordance  with 


advances  in  medical  science.  The  draft 
conventions,  he  said,  would  amend  the 
International  Sanitary  Convention  of  1926 
(as  amended  in  1933)  and  the  International 
Sanitary  Convention  for  Aerial  Navigation  of 
1933  and  would  be  sent  to  all  except  enemy 
signatories  of  the  (original)  conventions. 

Jury's  Rider  at  Canadian  Inquest. — At 

an  inquest  in  Toronto  recently  on  Durwood 
Freeman,  whose  death  was  ascribed  by 
medical  witnesses  to  sulphonamide  poison- 
ing, the  jury  recommended  more  rigid 
control  and  administration  of  this  group 
of  drugs,  including  public  warning  of  the 
dangers  arising  from  their  indiscriminate 
use,  their  prescription  only  by  physicians, 
administration  under  medical  supervision 
so  far  as  possible,  with  release  by  the 
physician  of  only  minimum  quantities ; 
and  destruction  of  unused  quantities  after 
treatment  is  completed. 

S.  A.  Discussion   on   Apprenticeship. — 

Resolutions  dealing  with  the  extension  of 
the  apprenticeship  period  served  in  phar- 
macy was  discussed  at  the  conference  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of 
South  Africa  in  Pretoria  recently.  It  was 
felt  that  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of 
scientific  methods  was  needed,  and  that  this 
could  only  be  obtained  if  apprentices  were 
required  to  serve  four  years  instead  of  three. 
One  delegate  said  he  considered  the  present 
scientific  examination  should  be  written 
before  students  began  their  apprenticeship. 
If  a  student  took  the  preliminary  science 
examination  the  South  African  Pharmacy 
Board  should  hold  itself  responsible  foi 
finding  an  apprenticeship  ior  him,  it  was 
urged.  Another  delegate  advocated  a  uni- 
versity education  for  all  apprentices,  who 
should  be  trained  to  do  analytical  as  well 
as  dispensing  and  retail  service  work.  It 
was  agreed  that  a  subcommittee  of  the 
constituent  societies  should  be  formed  to 
investigate  present  conditions  and  forward 
recommendations  to  the  South  African 
Pharmacy  Board.  A  resolution  was  passed 
stating  that  the  conference  reaffirmed  that 
a  chemist  and  druggist  was  a  person  quali- 
fied to  supply  any  medicines  to  the  public, 
that  steps  should  be  taken  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance  scheme  to  en- 
trench this  right,  and  that  the  Association 
of  Pharmaceutical  Societies  should  recom- 
mend to  the  authorities  that  chemists  and 
druggists  should  be  given  a  higher  profes- 
sional status  and  should  no  longer  have  to 
operate  under  a  general  dealer's  licence,. 
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ALLEGED  OMISSION  FROM  "CHEMIST'S  BIBLE 


At  Stirling  sheriff  court,  on  November  27, 
William  Carnegie,  91  Barnton  Street ; 
Norman  Alexander  Robertson,  32  Barnton 
Street;  Taylors  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  56  Port 
Street ;  and  Stirling  Co-operative  Society, 
Ltd.,  5  Barnton  Street,  Stirling,  were 
charged  with  having,  on  prescriptions 
signed  by  Dr.  David  Watson,  of  Stirling  and 
Glasgow,  supplied  drugs  or  preparations 
to  persons,  and  failed  to  make  the  required 
entry  in  the  register  kept  by  them.  The 
drugs  concerned  were  morphine  and  co- 
caine, in  small  quantities.  The  solicitor 
who  appeared  for  the  four  chemists  said 
the  charge  was  purely  technical.  There  was 
no  question  of  any  wilful  attempt  to  break 
the  law,  for  had  the  entries  been  made  in 
the  register  the  drugs  could  lawfully  have 
been  supplied.  Until  1932  there  was  a 
percentage  limitation,  but  in  that  year 
there  was  inserted  in  the  regulations  a 
further  limitation  that  any  solution  or 
dilution  of  morphine  or  cocaine  containing 
any  proportion  of  the  drugs  was  a  dangerous 
drug. 

Prescriptions  Not  Frequent 

Unhappily  the  new  limitation  ap- 
peared in  the  same  paragraph  as  one  re- 
peating the  percentage  limitation,  and  to 
anyone  unpractised  in  construing  Acts  of 
Parliament,  it  might  appear  that  the 
paragraph  merely  repeated  the  percentage 
limitation.  He  had  been  reliably  informed 
that  a  prescription  calling  for  a  solution  or 
dilution  of  morphine  in  an  inert  substance 
rarely  came  before  chemists,  and  none  oiy 
the  respondents  had  had  occasion  to 
address  themselves  to  the  point.  Respond- 
ents had  all  looked  at  what  they  called  their 
"bible" — -"their  professional  book,  Martin- 
dale" — and  were  misled  by  that  because 
they  found  it  told  them  only  to  observe  the 
percentage  limitation.  Defending  solicitor 
suggested  that,  if  there  were  a  conviction, 
there  was  little  doubt  respondents  would  be 
called  before  the  Statutory  Committee  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that  that 
Committee  would  take  certain  disciplinary 
action.  "  If  the  chemist's  bible  called  'Mar- 
tindale'  has  unfortunately  erred  on  this 
point,  is  it  not  desirable  that  not  only  your 
clients  but  their  colleagues  throughout  the 
country  who  rely  upon  it  should  be  fully 
informed?"  asked  the  sheriff .  The  solicitor 
said  he  had  suggested  to  the  Procurator- 
Fiscal  that  something  of  that  sort  be  done, 
so  that  the  whole  profession  in  Scotland 
should  be  reminded.     The  sheriff  said  it 


was  important  that  Martindale's  omissi 
should  be  brought  to  light  throughout  t 
whole  profession.  He  did  not  want 
pillory  respondents,  but  suggested  that  t 
best  way  to  make  the  matter  known  to  t 
entire  profession  was  by  means  of  publicil 
The  solicitor  for  the  defendants  suggest 
that  the  matter  might  be  deferred  for  th 
point  to  be  explored.  "If  I  am  satisfi 
that  proper  notification  of  all  chemists 
the  United  Kingdom  is  forthcoming, 
would  be  perfectly  justified  in  adopti 
this  suggestion,"  said  the  sheriff,  w 
deferred  sentence  till  January  11,  1945.

William  Fowlie  Hay 

We  may  fittingly  turn  aside  for  a  moment 
rom  the  din  of  warfare  to  pay  a  tribute  to 
he  memory  of  Mr.  William  Fowlie  Hay  of 
iberdeen,  whose  death  you  record  on 
I  580.  Mr.  Hay  was  a  pupil  at  Gordon's 
Colleges,  and  traced  a  relationship  to 
iobert  Gordon,  the  founder.  When  a 
echnical  section  was  established,  he  was 


asked,  by  a  happy  thought,  to  join  the 
Chemistry  and  Engineering  Committee, 
with  supervision  of  the  pharmacy  classes. 
This  committee  was  eventually  divided 
into  two,  with  Mr.  Hay  as  a  member  of 
what  became  the  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy 
Committee.  In  the  course  of  a  business 
career  which  began  in  1897  he  filled  a 
remarkable  number  of  offices,  most  of 
which  you  have  mentioned  in  your  obituary 
notice.  It  may  be  added  that  at  the 
Aberdeen  meeting  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  in  1908  he  was  secre- 
tary, and  at  its  successor  of  1932  chairman, 
of  the  Local  Executive;  and  that  when 
the  Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
the  oldest  of  such  bodies  in  the  country, 
celebrated  its  centenary  at  a  dinner  in 
1939.  be  had  the  pleasure  of  presiding. 
Those  who  knew  him  longer  than  I  did 
are  better  qualified  to  estimate  his  capacity 
for  work  and  his  attractive  modesty.  His 
life  will  be  an  inspiration  to  all  who  came 
within  full  range  of  his  powers. 

Munitions  from  Salvage 

The  Directorate  of  Salvage  and  Recovery, 
Ministry  of  Supply,  has  issued  a  statement 
in  which  it  points  out  that  many  important 
new  materials  of  great  value  to  the  ,war 
effort  have  been  created  by  chemists  who 
have  utilised  salvage  as  a  major  part  of 
their  process.  Probably  the  largest  field 
consists  of  combinations  of  waste  paper 
and  synthetic  resins,  or  paper,  wood  and 
resins.  Some  of  the  laminated  paper 
plastics  which  were  devised  as  substitutes 
for  metals  have  actually  been  found  superior 
to  metals,  having  great  strength  combined 
with  lightness.  Jablo  propellers,  which  are 
fitted  to  many  types  of  aircraft,  are  formed 
from  wood  and  paper  bonded  with  resins 
have  a  breaking  strain  of  60  tons,  while 
the  Mosquito  bomber  is  made  of  lamin- 
ated wood  and  paper.  In  the  pharmacist's 
field  of  operations,  paper-plastic  is  used  in 
connexion  with  many  medical  supplies. 
For  example,  the  container  for  the  Oxford 
vaporiser  for  emergency  anaesthetics  is 
made  from  this  material,  which  has  the 
valuable  result  of  ensuring  safe  working 
in  extremes  of  climate.  A  magnifying 
eyepiece  for  use  in  surgery  and  surgical 
bowls  are  among  other  supplies  made  from 
paper-plastic.  Pharmacists  can  help  by 
ensuring  that  all  waste  paper  or  cardboard 
which  comes  into  their  possession  is  given 
for  salvage.  The  need  is  as  great  now  as 
earlier  in  the  war.  Xrayser

ing, in  1905,  with

66  Patrick  Street.  Here  one  of  the  largest 
prescription  practices  in  the  area  was 
associated  with  a  flourishing  optical  depart- 
ment. Mr.  Fielding  was  a  Fellow  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  and  for  many  years 
represented  Cork  chemists  on  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
holding,  office  as  president  in  1934.  Outside 
his  professional  and  business  interests  Mr. 
Fielding  was  a  keen  lover  of  good  music  and 
an  accomplished  'cellist ;  he  was  one  of  the 


most  active  members  of  the  old  Cork

II. — How  Moscow  Pharmacies  Work 
by  Nj  Silberg  (Head  of  the  Moscow  City  Pharmacy  Board) 


THE  Moscow  City  Pharmacy  Board 
has  under  its  jurisdiction  all  phar- 
macies, shops  selling  sanitary  goods 
and  surgical  appliances,  pharmaceutical 
laboratories,  and  a  number  of  subsidiary 
factories  serving  the  chain  of  Moscow 
pharmacies. 

Twenty  Million  Scripts  Annually 

Moscow  customers  make  57,500,000  visits 
to  their  pharmacies  each  year;  19,500,000 
prescriptions  are  dispensed.  Each  phar- 
macy is  an  independent  unit ;  all  are 
equipped  with  the  burette  type  of  table  for 
workers,  and  dispensers  and  their  assistants 
have  nests  of  revolving  drawers  beside 
them,  facilities  which  greatly  increase 
output  and  enable  work  to  be  done  while 
seated.  During  recent  years,  and  especially 
since  the  war  began,  the  Moscow  City 
Pharmacy  Board  has  increased  its  efforts  to 
rationalise  the  dispensing  of  medicines.  A 
prolonged  study  of  prescriptions  led  to  the 
production  of  standard  formulas  both  in 
factories  and  pharmacies,  enabling  pharma- 
cists to  fill  seventy-six  out  of  every  100 
orders  immediately  on  presentation  of  a 
prescription.  This  does  not  include  regular 
"patent"  medicines.  Many  medicines  that 
were  formerly  obtainable  only  in  liquid 
form  are  now  sold  in  tablets  and  powders, 
resulting  in  great  economy  in  the  use  of 
spirits  and  bottles. 

Medical  Co-operation 

There  is  close  collaboration  between 
Moscow  pharmacies,  medical  institutions 
and  doctors.  Every  medical  institution 
and  every  doctor  must  know  what  drugs 
are  available,  what  is  scarce,  and  what 
substitutes  may  be  used,  so  that  when  the 
patient  receives  a  prescription  he  is  sure 
of  obtaining  his  medicine.  A  special  phar- 
macy bulletin  is  issued  ;  representatives  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board  report  to  meetings  and 
conferences  of  doctors ;  and  managers  of 
pharmacies  send  daily  information  to 
doctors'  conferences  at  clinics,  out-patients' 
departments  and  other  medical  institutions 
within  the  district  served  by  the  pharmacy. 
Many  Moscow  pharmacies  carry  out  sani- 
tary educational  work.  Special  posters  are 
shown,  talks  on  prophylaxis  are  conducted 
by  doctors,  and  "question  and  answer" 


boards,  dealing  with  hygiene,  are  mait 
tained.  The  work  has  proved  of  grea 
significance  in  preventing  disease.  I 
addition  to  propaganda  work  done  in  th 
pharmacies  themselves,  leading  pharmacist 
visit  factories,  chiefly  at  workers'  hostel} 
and  deliver  lectures  also,  on  questions  c 
hygiene. 

The  war  has  wrought  many  changes  i; 
the  work  of  Moscow  pharmacies,  for,  as  ha 
previously  been  stated,  the  Pharmac 
Board  has  the  additional  task  of  supplyin 
military  hospitals.  Each  hospital  has  bee 
adopted  by  one  of  the  city  pharmacies,  an< 
patrons  help  the  wards  in  dispensing  medi 
cines  for  wounded  Red  Army  men.  Branc 
pharmacies  have  been  opened  in  defeno 
factories,  where  workers  can  quickly  obtaii 
the  medicines  they  require.  Other. complica 
tions  caused  by  the  war  are  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  supplies  and  training  sufncien 
personnel. 

Local  Production 

In  1 94 1  many  pharmaceutical  factorie: 
were  evacuated  to  the  East ;  in  this  perioc 
it  was  difficult  to  supply  all  the  needs  of  th( 
population,  so  it  became  necessary  tc 
increase  local  production,  and  to  utilise 
local  resources  for  drugs.  In  addition,  work 
inside  the  pharmacies  was  reorganised,  and 
students  from  graduation  courses  of  phar- 
maceutical schools  were  called  in  to  help 
Great  Britain  and  America  provided  many 
drugs,  and  their  help  was  highly  appre 
ciated.  As  soon  as  the  war  broke  out 
Moscow  pharmacies  organised  first-aid 
groups — small  groups  of  people  capable  of 
rendering  first-aid  and  attached  to  civil 
defence  units.  During  air-raids  the  groups 
proved  very  effective ;  they  extinguished 
incendiaries,  rendered  first-aid  to  the 
injured,  and  gave  medical  assistance  at  the 
homes  of  the  people.  Many  pharmacies 
organised,  in  their  cellars,  special  first-aid 
posts  attended  by  doctors  and  nurses,  and 
these  are  still  maintained.  Numerous  phar- 
macists have  been  decorated  by  the 
Government  for  their  work. 


Pharmaceutical  Factories 

The  Moscow  Pharmacy  Board"  has  a 
number  of  small  factories  of  its  own,  which 
are  subsidiary  to  the  major  plants  belonging 
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to  the  chemico-pharmaceutical  industry  of 
the  People's  Commissariat  of  Health.  By 
the  end  of  1944  the  Galeno  pharmaceutical 
factory  will  have  produced  55  tons  of 
decoctions,  62  tons  of  ointments  and  75  tons 
of  tablets.  The  optical  workshop  will  have 
produced  390,000  lenses  and  230,000  frames. 
In  addition  to  the  six  million  ampoules 
obtained  from  the  main  State  factories,  the 
following  ampoules  will  have  been  produced 
this  year:  camphorated  oil,  1,500,000; 
morphine,  350,000;  caffeine,  800,000. 

The  Board  has  also  a  building  department 
and  cabinet-makers'  workshop  under  its 
jurisdiction.  These  carry  out  manufacture 
and  repair  of  pharmacy  furniture  and 
fittings,  repair  of  buildings,  and  erection  of 


new  premises.  A  group  of  specialists  worl 
ing  for  the  Board  designs  new  types 
fixtures,  fittings  and  furniture  for  pharmi 
cies,  as  well  as  plans  and  fittings  for 
unspecialised    architecture    of  pharm 
premises.  Before  the  war  the  Board  sent 
large  number  of  pharmaceutical  workers 
sanatoria  and  rest-homes  every  year.  Tl 
Board  has  its  own  rest-home  on  the  Vol 
built  specially  for  the  pharmacy  worke 
of  Moscow.  The  building  is  at  present  beii 
used  as  a  military  hospital,  because  Mosco 
pharmacists,  like  the  rest  of  the  Sovi 
people,  are  not  thinking  of  holidays 
present.   Their  all-out  efforts  are  conce 
trated  on  helping  the  soldiers  at  the  fro 
and  the  workers  at  the  rear. 


NOTES  ON  THE  SEVENTH  ADDENDUM 


StJBSTANCES  added  to  the  Pharma- 
copoeia by  the  Seventh  Addendum 
recently  brought  to  the  attention  of 
pharmacists  (see  C.  &>  D.,  November  18, 
p.  530)  include  : — ' 

Amethocaine  Hydrochloride.  A  local 
anaesthetic  of  the  procaine  series,  first 
introduced  under  the  name  of  Decicain,  and 
also  known  as  Anethaine,  Pantocaine  and 
Butethanol.  The  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia name  tetracaine  hydrochloride  is 
given  as  a  synonym.  The  preparation  is 
directed  to  be  kept  in  well-closed  containers, 
protected  from  light.  Absolution  for  paren- 
teral use  may  be  sterilised  by  filtration  or 
by  heating  with  a  bactericide,  and  the 
containers  must  comply  with  the  tests  for 
limit  of  alkalinity  of  glass. 

Amphetamine. — -This  mobile  liquid, 
known  as  Benzedrine  and  Isomyn,  is  used 
for  raising  blood  pressure.  The  rise  comes 
on  slowly  and  lasts  for  a  long  period.  The 
sulphate,  also  official,  is  readily  soluble  in 
water  and  is  the  form  generally  used.  The 
dose  of  the  sulphate  is  from  gr. 

Cyclopropane. — An  efficient  anaesthetic 
gas,  supplied  compressed  in  metal  cylinders. 

Dextrose  Hydrate. — Having  the  chem- 
ical formula  C6H1206H20,  this  substance  is 
to  be  distinguished  from  the  anhydrous 
form,  already  official  as  dextrose.  The 
hydrated  form  is  recognised  by  the  U.S. P. 
as  dextrose. 

Injection  of  Protamine  Zinc  Insulin. 
— The  ordinary  solution  of  insulin  has  a 
transitory  effect,  involving  several  injec- 
tions daily.  Hagedorn  in  1936  showed  that, 
when  protamine  is  added  to  insulin  solution, 
the  hypoglycaemic  action  is  prolonged , 
later  it  was  found  that  the  addition  of  zinc 
caused  still  greater  retardation  of  action. 


The  protamines  are  basic  proteins  of  simp 
composition  obtained  from  the  milt 
fishes  belonging  to  the  family  Salmonid 
The  use  of  the  preparation  now  offici 
involves  less  danger  of  severe  insulin  re^ 
tion,  and  repetitions  of  the  dose  may 
much  less  frequent.  The  official  soluti 
may  contain  40  or  80  units  per  mil ;  unit 
a  solution  of  other  strength  is  specified,  th 
containing  40  units  is  to  be  used. 

Anticoagulant  Solution  of  Sodh 
Citrate. — Used   for   diluting   blood,  t 
solution  contains  2^  per  cent,  sodium  citrs 
and   0-9   per    cent,    sodium  chloride 
sterilised  distilled  water. 

Solution    of    Sodium    Citrate  wi 
Dextrose. — A   3   per   cent,  solution 
sodium  citrate  in  sterilised  water  is  dist 
buted  in  quantities  of  100  mils  in  bloc 
transfusion  bottles,   and  sterilised  in 
autoclave.  No  solution  containing  any  so 
particles  may  be  used.    A  15  per  cej 
solution  of  dextrose  in  sterilised  water 
filtered  and  sterilised  in  an  autoclave, 
use,  20  mils  of  the  dextrose  solution 
added  to  each  100  mils  of  the  sodium  citn 
solution. 

(Estradiol  Monobenzoate. — A 
known  as  dihydroxyoestrin  monobenzos 
and  oestradiol  benzoate,  this  oestrogen 
prepared  for  subcutaneous  or  intramuscu 
injection  by  solution  in  a  suitable  oil 
ester  previously  heated  to  1 500  C.  for  c 
hour.  The  dose  is  gr.  g^-^,  i.e.  1,000 
50,000  units. 

CEstrone. — The  first  oestrogen  to 
isolated  in  pure  form  (in  1929  by  Doi 
who  called  it  Theelin).  A  keto  derivati 
it  occurs  in  human  and  mare  pregnar 
urines,  stallion  and  male  human  urin 
The  dose  is  gr.  %4u_s  (i-e-  i;ooo  to  100,4 
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its)  given  by  the  mouth  or  by  subcu- 
neous  or  intramuscular  injection. 
Soluble  Pentobarbitone. — Official  in 
s  U.S. P.  as  pentobarbital  sodium.  It 
st  came  into  pharmacy  under  the  names 
jmbutal  and  Embutal.  The  official  dose 
*iven  as  gr.  1^-3. 

Potassium  Sulphate. — Official  in  the 
P.,  1914,  and  reintroduced  as  a  diluent 
Dover's  powder,  in  place  of  lactose. 
Progesterone. — Also  known  as  Pro- 
stin,  this  hormone  may  be  prepared 
>m  the  corpora  lutea  of  the  ovaries  of 
ivs  or  from  stigmasterol,  a  sterol  found 
soya  beans.  The  dose  (subcutaneous 
intramuscular)  is  gr.  sV"iV»  i-e-  1  to 
mits. 

Strophanthin-G. — A  crystalline  glyco- 
e,  official  in  the  U.S. P.  as  ouabain,  and 
tained  from  the  seeds  of  Strophanthus 
itus  and  from  the  wood  of  Acokanthera 
himperi.

Sulphacetamide. — This  and  its  soluble 
form  (a  sodium  compound)  were  introduced 
under'  the  name  Albucid.  ;  The  dose  is 
grl  8-30.  It  is  said  to  have  a  low  toxicity. 

Sulphadiazine. — This  and  its  soluble 
(sodium)  form  are  also  less  toxic  than  most 
members  of  the  group,  and  are  especially 
useful  for  obtaining  a  higher  concentration 
in  the  blood  stream  than  is  otherwise  pos- 
sible. Dose :  gr.  8-30. 

Sulphaguanidine. — Soluble  1  in  1,000 
in  water  but  not  readily  absorbed  by  the 
alimentary  canal,  and  thus  providing  a 
means  of  securing  a  concentration  in  the 
intestines  with  but  little  appearing  in  the 
blood,  properties  which  have  suggested  its 
use  in  bacillary  dysentery.  Dose :  gr.  8-30. 

Sulphapyridine. — This  and  its  soluble 
(sodium)  compound  are  also  known  as 
Dagenan,  M.  &  B.  693,  and  Eubasin.  The 
substance  is  effective  against  pneumococci, 
but  much  less  effective  against  streptococci 
and  meningococci ;  it  may  also  have  un- 
pleasant toxic  reactions.  Dose :  gr.  8-30. 

Sulphathiazole. — This  and  its  soluble 
(sodium)  form  were  introduced  as  Ciba 
3714  and  M.  &  B.  760.  They  are  easily 
absorbed  from  the  alimentary  tract  and 
more  readily  eliminated  than  sulphanila- 
mide,  so  that  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
maintain  an  adequate  concentration  in  the 
blood.  Dose :  gr.  8-30. 

Tablets 

The  three  usual  methods  are  given  for 
the  making  of  the  granules,  so  that  they  run 
through  the  compressing  machine  readily. 
The  tablets  may  be  either  compressed  or 
moulded.  To  ensure  that  they  readily 
disintegrate,  disintegrating  agents  and  lubri- 
cants may  be  used  to  prevent  sticking  to  the 
punches  and  dies.  Limits  are  given  for 
deviations  from  the  given  weight.  .Labels 
on  the  containers  should  state  the  name  of 
the  tablets  and  the  quantity  of  the  active 
ingredient  or  ingredients  in  each  tablet, 
except  when  the  tablets  are  supplied  on 
prescription.

is  not  open  to  us  to  comment  on  the 
oceedings  in  an  action  against  four  phar- 
icists  in  Stirling  (see  p.  602),  seeing  that 
e  postponement  of  the  Sheriff's  decision 
itil  January  11,  1945,  renders  the  case 
11  sub  judice.

[opting  this  suggestion"  (i.e.  a  suggestion

nt  upon  us  to  remind  pharmacists,  not 
iy  in  Scotland,  but  throughout  Great 
ritain,  of  the  precise  position  regarding 
lutions  of  morphine  and  cocaine  in  inert 
bstances. 

Under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920, 
e  drugs  to  which  Part  3  of  the  Act 
cocaine,  morphine,  etc.")  applied  were 
norphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine  and  diamor- 
tine  (commonly  known  as  heroin)  and 
eir  respective  salts  and  medicinal  opium, 
id  any  preparation,  admixture,  extract, 


or  other  substance  containing  not  less  than 
one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth 
per  cent,  of  cocaine,  ecgonine  or  diamor- 
phine."  This  provision,  however,  was 
superseded  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1932,  which  substituted  for  the  paragraph 
just  reproduced  the  following  amended 
wording:  "any  solution  or  dilution  of 
morphine  or  cocaine,  or  their  salts,  in  an 
inert  substance,  whether  liquid  or  solid,  con- 
taining any  proportion  of  morphine  or 
cocaine,  and  any  preparation,  admixture, 
extract  or  other  substance  (not  being  such 
solution  or  dilution  as  aforesaid)  containing 
not  less  than  one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine, 
or  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine ;  or  of 
ecgonine." 

Thus  it  is  clear  that  any  solution  or  dilu- 
tion of  morphine  or  cocaine,  or  their  salts, 
in  whatever  proportion,  however  minute  or 
even  infinitesimal,  "in  an  inert  substance, 
whether  liquid  or  solid,"  is  a  drug  to  which 
the  provisions  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
apply,  and  these  provisions  include,  of 
course,  the  necessity  for  making  an  entry 
in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Register. 

Advisory  Directors 

Something  of  an  innovation  in  the  direc- 
tion, if  not  in  the  control,  of  public  com- 
panies was  agreed  to  recently  by  the 
shareholders  of  one  of  the  leading  industrial 
undertakings  in  the  country,  when  they 
unanimously  approved  the  appointment  of 
five  "special  directors."  The  new  appoint- 
ments comprise  the  executive  chiefs  of 
the  industrial,  commercial  and  financial 
sides  of  the  business.  The  duties  of  the 
"special  directors,"  it  seems,  will  be  to  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity,  and  their  respon- 
sibility to  the  shareholders  will  be  strictly 
limited.  They  will  not  be  eligible  to  attend 
board  meetings  of  the  company,  except  on 
specific  invitation. 

The  success  of  the  experiment  will  be  in 
the  practice  rather  than  in  the  theory.  In 
theory  this  contact  on  level  terms  of 
directorate  and  management  executive 
should  provide  the  directors  with  expert 
advice  on  all  matters  relating  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company,  although  it  may  be 
assumed  such  information  has  always  been 
at  their  disposal.    It  should,  on  the  other 
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hand,  give  the  "special  directors"  an 
insight  into  the  functions  and  difficulties  of 
their  directors,  and  it  should  lead  to  mutual 
understanding  and  a  broadening  of  interest 
and  knowledge  in  the  business  by  all  con- 
cerned. The  new  appointments  will,  no 
doubt,  also  create  interest  amongst  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  of  the  company,  who  are 
thus*  given  a  chance  to  become  "special 
directors"  in  due  course. 
.  The  experiment  has  already  created 
interest  in  other  quarters,  with  companies 
and  organisations,  it  is  stated,  inquiring  for 
details  of  the  plan  and  its  objects.  With  the 
increasing  complexity  and  scope  of  many 
of  our  leading  industrial  concerns,  this  new 
development  may  do  much  to  help  achieve 
efficiency  in  the  reorganisation  of  industry 
after  the  war. 

The  Rubber  Situation 

The  Combined  Raw  Materials  Board  has 
appealed  in  Washington  for  augmented 
production  from  all  rubber-growing  areas, 
and  for  more  strenuous  conservation  efforts 
in  all  the  United  Nations.  It  warns  that 
the  over-all  rubber  problem  is  far  from 
solved,  and  that  the  Allied  Nations'  stocks 
of  crude  rubber  are  now  at  their  lowest 
since  the  start  of  the  war. 

A  sharp  distinction  is  made  between  the 
synthetic  rubber  programme  in  the  United 
States  and  the  continuing  shortage  of 
natural  rubber.  The  natural  product  is 
still  being  used  faster  than  it  is  being  im- 
ported. Substantial  supplies  of  natural 
rubber  are  indispensable  in  the  manu- 
facture of  extra-heavy  lorry,  bus,  and  aero- 
plane tyres ;  these  tyres  are  now  in  critical 
demand. 

In  Ceylon,  the  largest  single  present 
source  of  crude  rubber  for  the  United 
Nations,  exports  have  been  raised  to  nearly 
double  the  pre-war  figure,  and  more  than 
two-thirds  of  the  1944  output  is  being 
shipped  to  the  United  States  under  reverse 
Lend-Lease.  Unfortunately,  unfavourable 
weather  has  eliminated  the  further  increase 
expected  this  year,  while  less  favourable 
reports  are  also  coming  from  the  wild 
rubber  areas  of  South  America  and  Africa. 
It  is  imperative  to  maintain  and,  if  pos- 
sible, increase  these  supplies.  Difficulties 


created  by  the  less  favourable  supply  pr< 
pects  have  been  aggravated  by  new,  urge 
demands  from  France,  Belgium,  and  otl 
parts  of  liberated  Europe.  These  countr; 
must  have  some  natural,  as  well  as  sy 
thetic  rubber,  in  order  to  start  again  t 
production  of  goods  desperately  need 
for  local  rehabilitation. 

The  Board  is  careful  to  insist  that  t 
disaster  of  a  rubberless  economy  has  so  i 
been  avoided,  and  it  believes  that,  throu( 
increased  efforts  in  production  and  throu, 
the  utmost  saving  of  crude  rubber,  a  de 
cate  balance  between  supply  of  and  c 
mand  for  the  natural  product  can 
attained  in  1945.  Such  a  balance  hi 
however,  not  yet  been  achieved,  and,  u 
less  it  is,  stocks  will  continue  to  decli 
dangerously.  The  need  for  rubber  co 
servation  remains  so  great  that  the  chang 
over  from  natural  to  synthetic  rubber 
being  pressed,  not  merely  in  the  Unit 
States  and  Great  Britain,  but  in  oth 
important  consuming  countries.        .  ;j 

Proprietaries  in  South  Africa

countries  in  its  attitude  towards  proprieta:

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NON-EDIBLE  VEGETABLE  OILS 

by  E.  F.  Hurt  (National  Diploma  in  Dairying) 


a  previous  article  (C.  &  D.,  November  18, 
537)  the  principal  edible  vegetable  oils 
re  described.  This  article  deals  with  the 
mp  of  non-edible  oils. 
Rape-seed. — Rape-seed  oil,  extracted 
m  the  seeds  of  Brassica  napus,  var. 
If  era,  a  member  of  the  cabbage  family, 
widely  known  as  colza  oil.  While  rape 
be  grown  in  many  countries,  for  its  oil 
is  chiefly  cultivated  on  the  Continent, 
e  contents  of  the  seed  vary  from  30-45 
cent,  of  oil,  the  higher  percentage  being 
ained  from  the  "winter"  varieties.  At 
:  time  it  was  largely  grown  in  our  own 
ti  districts,  as  the  crop  is  particularly 
table  to  peaty  soil,  though  little  attention 
s  paid  to  its  oil  content.  The  yield  per 
e  is  comparatively  small  and,  even  under 
atment,  it  is  not  a  high-class  feeding  oil. 
Linseed. — While  linseed  oil  has  been 
d  to  some  extent  as  food  in  Russia, 
land,  and  some  other  countries,  and  the 
idue,  after  crushing,  forms  a  most 
uable  cake  for  livestock,  it  is  chiefly  for 
drying  oil  that  linseed  is  of  commercial 
ue.  Both  seed  and  oil  were  imported 
o  Britain  from  such  countries  as  the 
gentine,  United  States,  etc.  The  com- 
ratively  low  seed  yield — about  17  cwt. 

acre — makes  it  hardly  the  most  econo- 
cal  oilseed  crop   for  cultivation  here. 
Id-pressing  of  the  seeds  yields  a  golden 
of  the  variety  used  for  edible  purposes 
some    countries.     The    maximum  oil 
pression  is  obtained  under  heat  treat- 
mt,  but  the  product  is  brownish  and 
rbid.    Various  processes  are  employed 
:  different  uses,   such  as  varnish  and 
tists'  oil.  Commercial  oil  is  distinguished 
its  rather  disagreeable  sharp  taste  and 
lell.  By  saponification  it  yields  a  number 
fatty  acids.    When  boiled,  linseed  oil, 
ing  increased  as  to  resinification  factor, 
a  rapid-drying  oil,  the  drying-time  being 
ually  reckoned  at  about  thirty  hours, 
yth  raw  and  boiled  linseed  oils  are  im- 
rtant  in  the  preparation  of  oil  paints 
d  varnishes,  the  latter  having  various 
yers  added.  Linseed  oil  is  also,  of  course, 
principal   ingredient   in   printing  and 
hographic  inks. 

Tung. — Before  the  war  tung  oil,  today 
le  of  the  foremost  drying  oils,  was  chiefly 
lported  from  China,  Japan,  Mexico,  the 
ast  Indies,  Brazil  and  the  United  States, 
tie  seeds  from  which  the  oil  is  derived  are 
Le  product  of  the  tung  tree  which,  for 
>mmercial  oil  production,  requires  a  hot 


climate.  Paints  made  from  tung  oil  have 
a  high  water-resistance,  and  the  oil  is 
valuable  for  insulating  and  other  purposes. 

Oiticica. — The  oiticica  tree  is  a  native 
of  Brazil,  and  the  recent  discovery  of  the 
value  of  the  oil,  existing  as  50  per  cent,  of 
the  seed,  has  given  that  country  a  new 
industry.  In  value  and  uses  it  is  comparable 
to  tung  oil,  though  it  has  the  drawback  of  a 
disagreeable  odour.  The  oil  yield,  however, 
appears  to  be  greater  than  that  of  tungseed. 

•Coconut. — Produced  from  copra,  the 
dried  broken  kernel  of  the  coconut,  this 
oil  has  been  chiefly  obtained  from  Malaya, 
Fiji,  Papua  and  the  mandated  territory  of 
New  Guinea.  Although  the  coconut  palm 
is  indigenous  to  many  countries,  including 
the  West  Indies  and  tropical  America,  it 
reaches  its  maximum  vigour  in  the  former-, 
mentioned  areas,  though  huge  plantations 
also  exist  in  Ceylon.  The  oil,  a  white  solid 
substance  at  ordinary  temperatures,  with 
a  mild  taste  but  rather  disagreeable  smell, 
due  to  its  volatile  fatty  acids,  is  separated, 
by  treatment,  into  liquid  and  solid  portions, 
the  latter  known  as  coco-stearin,  and  largely 
used  for  wax  candles.  The  finer  oils  are 
used  for  soaps,  etc.  From  the  residues 
after  oil  extraction  valuable  feeding-cakes 
and  meals  are  produced.  The  oil  must  not, 
of  course,  be  confused  with  cocoa  oil  or 
cocoa  butter,  obtained  from  Theobroma 
Cacao,  from  which  cocoa  is  obtained. 

Numerous  other  vegetable  oils,  including 
castor  bean,  perilla,  etc.,  are  used,  but  all 
have  less  importance  than  the  foregoing. 
Most  vegetable  oils  need  considerable 
refining,  and  many  require  bleaching,  as 
most  have  a  natural  greenish  tinge.  Olive 
oil,  however,  is  allowed  to  retain  its  natural 
colour,  and  the  deep  yellow  colour  of  palm 
oil  is  permitted  to  remain  to  improve  the 
colour  of  margarines.  Different  methods  of 
bleaching  are  used,  but  the  chief  utilise 
fuller's  earth  or  animal  charcoal.  In  the 
same  way,  many  oils  must  be  deodorised 
to  render  them  palatable  or  free  them  from 
overriding  taste.

Representatives  of  the  Liverpool  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  meet- 
ing of  Branch  Representatives  in  London 
on  November  2,  gave  their  reports  at  a  well- 
attended  joint  meeting  of  the  Branch  in 
Liverpool  on  November  23.  Alderman 
W.  J.  Tristram,  J. P.,  presided. 

Election  or  Appointment  ? 

The  three  main  speakers  were  Messrs. 
A.  E.  Briggs,  W.  E.  Humphreys  and  J.  P. 
Murphy.  Mr.  Humphreys  called  it  the 
negation  of  democratic  principle  that  the 
members  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  should  be 
appointed,  not  elected,  but  they  would  be 
able  to  assert  more  power  if  appointed  than 
if  responsible  to  an  electorate. 

Mr.  G.  L.  Hirst  stressed  that  there  was 
more  in  pharmacy  than  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions. Was  it  intended  that  qualified 
pharmacists  should  not  be  able  to  open 
pharmacies  without  the  consent  of  bureau- 
cratic officials  ?  The  Chairman*  :  The 
Pharmacy  Board  could  not  prevent  anyone 
opening  a  pharmacy,  but  would  have  the 
power  to  withhold  National  Health  Service 
dispensing.  Replying  to  another  questioner, 
who  wanted  to  know  whether  the  primary 
consideration  was  adequate  remuneration 
for  the  pharmacist  or  service  to  the  public, 
he  said  that,  in  the  whole  set-up,  the 
interests  of  the  patient  would  come  first. 
It  had  to  be  recognised  that  the  promiscuous 
opening  of  new  premises  might  mean  that 
neither  the  existing  nor  the  new  pharmacies 
would  be  able  to  give  a  full  or  remunerative 
service.  Until  it  was  known  what  service 
was  needed,  it  could  not  be  stated  what  the 
remuneration  should  be. 

Companies  Criticised 

Mr.  J.  P.  Murphy  dealt  with  health 
centres,  dispensing  in  which,  he  said,  would 
militate  against  the  convenience  of  the 
patient  for  diagnosis  and  obtaining  treat- 
ment. He  was  of  opinion  that  the  big 
company  shops  had  not  put  back  into 
pharmacy  all  that  they  had  taken  from  it. 
The  emergence  of  trade  unions  into  phar- 
macy was  a  form  of  power  politics,  he 
declared . 

Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  remarked  that  every 
conference  he  had  attended  left  him  with  a 
feeling  of  frustration.  The  executive  exam- 
ined all  resolutions.  Those  they  considered 
harmless  were  passed,  and  others  they 
thought  dangerous  were  stopped  or  dis- 
couraged, by  turning  on  the  "big  guns" 
of  the  Society.  Had  there  been  any  definite 
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intimation  from  the  Ministry  of  what  w 
in  its  mind  on  pharmaceutical  service  an 
remuneration  ?   The  Chairman  :  We  hav 
not  had  any  negotiations  for  some  timi 
because  we  first  wanted  to  get  the  plal  . 
approved  by  conference.   I  think  there  wi 
be    something,   moving   now.     The    loca  . 
Pharmacy  Board  would  be  elected. 

Mr.  Quayle,  Wallasey,  thought  ther  I 
should  be  a  retaining  fee  for  pharmacists  u 
plus   contractual  remuneration   for  wdrlD 
done.  There  had  been  far  too  much  isolatioiB 
between  two  important  interlocking  bodie 
— the  doctors  and  the  chemists.  Mr.  E.  A 
Briggs  said  there  had  been  no  mention  0 
a  retention  fee,  but  this  had  been  stressed 
at  the  conference.  It  had  been  pointed  ou 
that    the    amount    of    dispensing  unde 
N.H.S.  would  increase  by  50  per  cent.,  am 
perhaps  be  doubled.    Such  increased  dis 
pensing  would  compensate  for  the  loss  0 
ordinary  business. 

Self-medication  in  the  Future 

Reference  having  been  made  to  self 
medication,  the  Chairman  said  he  did  no 
think,  when  the  new  service  was  introduced 
the  Government  would  allow  widespreac 
advertisement  of  proprietary  medicines 
Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  :  Do  you  think  the  news* 
papers  will  allow  the  Government  to  diver 
such  a  large  part  of  their  revenue? 

Mr.  J.  H.  Andrews  asked  if  consideratior 
had  been  given  to  equal  pay  for  women  anc 
men  pharmacists.  Mr.  Briggs  replied  tha" 
this  had  been  discussed  and  turned  down 
It  was  really  an  N.P.U.  matter. 

Mr.  L.  Moreton-Parry  hoped  that  il 
any  plans  for  the  future  the  "wretchec 
system"  of  crowds  of  waiting  people  it 
doctors'  surgeries  and  other  places  woulc 
be  avoided.  Means  must  be  found  to  d(

The  Ministry  of  Labour  could 
ays  produce  an  excuse  for  not  agreeing 
an  increase,  and  drastic  action  should 
taken  to  let  the  Ministry  know  that 
mists  were  entirely  dissatisfied  with 
sent  payments.

Reference  to  the 
gth  of  time  required  to  prepare  certain 
iscriptions,  and  the  losses  incurred 
ough  pilfering  of  imported  drugs,  was 
0  made,  and  it  was  decided  to  approach 
s  Ministry  again  when  the  result  of  the 
erendum  was  known. 


Health  Advisory  Council 

Referring  to  the  Health  Advisory  Coun- 
cil, the  President  said  a  request. by  the 
Association  for  representation  on  it  had 
been  turned  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  on  the  Association's  behalf  he 
wanted  to  register  the  strongest  possible 
protest.  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore,  Belfast,  said 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  not  been 
consulted  by  the  Ministry.  There  was'  on 
the  Council  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  who 
had  not  practised  for  thirty  years  and, 
while  they  did  not  object  to  his  inclusion, 
they  thought  that  at  least  two  practising 
men  should  be  members.  It  was  not  right 
that  a  professional  body  of  me'n  should  be 
treated  with  such  discourtesy,  and  he 
moved  that  the  Association  should  register 
an  emphatic  protest,  and  demand  repre- 
sentation by  at  least  two  of  their  members. 
The  President  seconded,  and  the  resolu- 
tion was  passed  unanimously. 

Report  and  Financial  Statement 

The  annual  report  was  adopted  on  the 
motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by 
Mr.  C.  A.  Thompson,  Lisburn.  Presenting 
the  financial  statement,  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin 
(treasurer)  said  there  were  no  outstanding 
subscriptions.  The  Association  had  a 
balance  in  the  bank  of  £86,  against  £1 1 1  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  the  accounts 
contained  non-recurring  items  of  expendi- 
ture totalling  about  ^108.  Mr.  Rankin 
proposed  the  adoption  of  the  statement, 
and  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J;  A. 
McRoberts,  Belfast,  and  supported  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Wellwood,.  Belfast  (auditors). 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Rankin,  seconded 
by  Mr.  E.  Allen,  Holywood,  the  basic 
annual  subscription  was  fixed  at  35s.,  and 
the  subscription  for  registered  druggists 
and  branch  shops  at  17s.  6d.,  both  amounts 
being  inclusive  of  the  annual  subscription 
of  2s.  6d.  to  the  Chemists'  Friends  Associa- 
tion. Mr.  James  McDowell,  Belfast, 
inquired  if  something  could  not  be  done 
about  members  who  did  not  observe  the 
regulations  of  the  C.F.  scheme,  and  the 
Secretary  replied  they  would  be  in  a 
position  to  stop  supplies  to  any  chemist 
who  infringed  persistently.  He  thought 
the  question  of  window  shows  was  likely 
to  be  tightened  up  in  the  near  future. 

The  committee  was  asked  to  make  a 
regulation  so  that  coding  of  prescriptions 
would  be  compulsory. 

Proposing"  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  presi- 
dent,   Mr.    C.     Abernethy  (president, 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ire- 
land) said  they  had  had  great  presidents, 
but  none  had  surpassed  Mr.  Crossin  in 
work  done.  Mr.  A.  Steede  seconded  and 
the  vote  was  passed  with  acclamation. 

Committee 

The  following  retiring  members  of  the 
executive  committee  were  re-elected : 
Messrs.  C.  Abernethy,  E.  J.  Crawford, 
R.  Gibson,  T.  A.  Gibson,  J.  N.  Hogg,

CF.  MANUFACTURERS'  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  ninth  annual  meeting  of  Chemists' 
Friends  manufacturers  was  held  in  London 
1  on  November  30,  the  president  (Mr.  F.  J. 
Smith)  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman  re- 
ferred to  the  impending  retirement  of  Mr. 
Charles  Jepheott  from  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.  He  said  that  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  had  been  one  of  the  first  manufac- 
turers to  associate  themselves  with  the 
CF.  movement,  and  that  as  Mr.  Jepheott 
was  now  retiring  from  that  company  the 
Council  wished  to  extend  to  him  their  best 
wishes  for  many  years  of  health  and  happi- 
ness during  the  period  of  his  retirement. 
Mr.  Jephcott  thanked  the  Council.  The 
following  items  were  then  considered. 

Report  of  Council 

The  Chairman  summarised  the  annual 
report  of  the  CF.  Council  for  the  year 
'  ended  September  30,  and  thanked  persons, 
firms  and  organisations  which  had  assisted 
the  Council  and  the  movement  generally 
during  the  year  under  review.  There  was 
a  discussion  on  further  propaganda  for 
the-  C.F.,  in  which  Dr.  S.  Brook  (West- 
minster Laboratories,  Ltd.),  Mr.  E.  Pres- 
ton (Glaxo  Laboratories,  Ltd.),  and  Mr. 
T.  Heseltine  (vice-president)  took  part. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  registra- 
tion of  the  Chemists'  Friends  Association 
as  a  Trade  Union  and  drew  the  attention 
of  manufacturers  to  the  Constitution  and 
Rules,  which  had  been  revised  to  meet  the 


requirements  of  the  Trade  Union  Act 
Mr.  T.  M.  Proudfoot  (Savory  &  Moon 
Ltd.)  suggested  that  two  or  three  repri 
sentatives  present  did  not  know  why  sue 
registration  was  necessary  and  asked  for 
suitable  explanation,  and  the  Chairma 
then  called  upon  Mr.  Mallinson  to  repl 
Mr.  Mallinson  stated  that  so  long  as  tl 
Association  was  neither  a  registered  Trac 
Union  nor  a  corporate  body  it  could  n 
enter  into  legal  contracts  and,  as  repn 
sentatives  knew,  their  agreements  ha 
been  in  the  past  contracted  on  behalf 
the  CF.  Association  by  N.P.U.,  Ltd 
but  the  C.F.A.  had  grown  to  such  an  extei 
it  was  desirable  that  it  should  be  in 
position  to  make  its  own  contracts.  1 
addition,  with  the  Association  as  a  regi 
tered  Trade  Union,  the  Council  would  t 
free  to  undertake  certain  actions  for  tl 
mutual  protection  of  the  different  section 


Manufacturer  Representatives  to  Council 

It  was  explained  that  the  election 
CF.  manufacturer  representatives  to  tl 
CF.  Council  usually  took  place  at  tl. 
meeting,  but,  owing  to  the  new  Constitutio 
and  Rules  coming  into  operation  on  Januar 
i,  it  was  necessary  to  defer  that  electio 
until  the  new  rules  came  into  force.

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I  discussed.  Mr.  E.  W.  Godding  (British

products  to  the  C.F.  list.  This  repre- 
ted  a  development  of  policy  which  he 
iught  had  been  generally  regarded  as 
ng  both  necessary  and  expedient — 
;essary  because  any  Association  claiming 
be  representative  of  manufacturers, 
olesalers,  and  retailers  should  have  some 
ard  for  the  public  interest;  expedient,. 
:ause  it  was  obvious  that,  whatever 
opened,  any  Association  which  claimed 
have  established  a  sound  list  of  phar- 
eeutical  products  was  likely  to  be  in  a 
;ition  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  its 
mbers  in  a  way  that  it  would  not  be 
isible  if  it  had  concerned  itself  in  purely 
nmercial  activities.  It  was  necessary 
avoid  including  products  in  the  C.F.  list 
ich,  in  the  long  run,  might  undermine 
;  value  of  the  Association  as  a  protective 
ly  in  regard  to  the  manufacturers' 
erest.  The  rules  which  were  before  the 
eting,  he  said,  were  not  just  paper  rules, 
ey  had  been  evolved  through  the  actual 
rking  experience  of  the  standards  sub- 
nmittee  and  Council.  The  primary  object 
s  to  establish  a  sound  list  of  what  had 
m  described  as  household  remedies  or 
usehold  products.  He  suggested  that,

DRUG  TARIFF  ALTERATIONS 

The  following  notice  to  chemists  of  altera- 
tions in  the  Drug  Tariff,  consequent  on  the 
introduction  of  the  Seventh  Addendum  to 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  has  been  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health : — 

The  Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  will  be  published  on  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1945.  The  Drug  Tariff  will  accord- 
ingly be  published  for  February  1  instead 
of  for  January  1,  and  will  be  brought  into 
conformity  with  the  new  Addendum.  The 
alterations  entailed  in  the  Drug  Tariff  look 
more  formidable  on  paper  than  they  will 
prove  in  practice.  The  most  important 
alterations  are  in  the  ointment  section. 
The  Seventh  Addendum  finally  disposes 
of  the  alternatives  permitted  by  the 
announcements  under  the  Sixth  Addendum 
published  on  August  1,  1943.  The  ointments 
in  the  Drug  Tariff  which  are  affected  are : — 

Ung.  acid,  boric — Reduced  to  1  per  cent, 
boric  acid. 

Ung.  acid,  salicyl. — Base  is  now  ointment 
of  wool  alcohols. 

Ung.  alcohol,  lanae. — Added  to  Tariff. 

Ung.  hydrarg.  ammon. — 2-5  per  cent,  in 
simple  ointment. 

(Synonym:  Ung.  hyd.  aim  dil.) 

Ung.  hydrarg.  ammon.  aquos. — 1  per  cent, 
in  hydrous  ointment. 

Ung.  zinc.  oxid.  aquos. — 15  per  cent,  in 
hydrous  ointment.  Added  to  Tariff: 

Ung.  aquosum,  B.P. — Ointment  of  Sixth 
Addendum  on  and  after  February  1,  1945. 

The  tablets  of  the  Seventh  Addendum 
make  a  rather  extensive  list,  and  a  consider- 
able number  of  tablets  in  the  Tariff  will, 
in  consequence,  rank  as  B.P.  An  alteration 
is  involved  in  tab.  sodii  bicarb,  co.  since 
the  official  tablet  contains  no  saccharin. 
Two  tablets  in  the  Drug  Tariff,  with  doses 
higher  than  the  official  maximum,  will  be 
deleted,  namely  tab.  hydrarg.  subchlor., 
gr.  5,  and  tab.  phenobarbiton.,  gr.  5.  No 
other  differences  are  involved  among  Drug 
Tariff  tablets.  Cremor  sulphanilamid.  et 
sulphathiazol.  (National  War  Formulary 
Revision)  will  be  added  to  the  Tariff.  The 
cream  contains  3  per  cent,  of  each  sul- 
phonamide  in  a  base  of  glycerin,  castor  oil, 
Lanette  wax  and  water.  Ext.  bellad. 
herbae  liq.  is  added  to  the  Tariff;  ung  hyd. 
am.  dil.,  B.P.C.,  is  deleted.

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COMMERCIAL  NOTES 

Brazilian  Titanium  Oxide  Imports. -  Im- 
ports of  titanium  oxide  into  Brazil  during 
1943  were  valued  at  $675,000. 

Argentine  Imports. — Chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical products  imported  into  the 
Argentine  during  the  first  quarter  of  1944 
amounted  to  18,391  tons,  against  30,163 
tons  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year. 

Chilian  Drug  Imports. — Drugs  and  phar- 
maceutical chemicals  to  the  value  of 
21,689,680  pesos  were  imported  into  Chile 
during  1943.  In  the  same  period  imports 
of  medicinal  specialities  were  valued  at 
19,419,464  pesos. 

Caffeine  from  Mate. — -A  number  of 
factories  are  reported  to  have  been  regis- 
tered in  Brazil  for  the  extraction  of  caffeine 
from  mate.  Extraction  is  stated  to  be 
relatively  simple,  allowing  a  low  selling 
price  for  the  material. 

New  Peruvian  Insecticide. — A  new  in- 
secticide in  powder  form  is  being  produced 
in  Peru  under  the  name  of  Babbini.  The 
compound  is  intended  for  use  against  pests 
attacking  the  cotton  plant.  Ingredients 
are  stated  to  be  chilli  pepper,  sabadilla, 
arsenic  and  quicklime. 

Italian  Merchandise  Shipped  to  United 
States. — The  United  States  Foreign  Econo- 
mic Administration  announced  on  Novem- 
ber 1  that  three  shipments  of  Italian 
merchandise,  valued  at  about  $1,200,000, 
had  arrived  in  the  United  States ;  they  were 
consigned  to  the  United  States  Commercial 
Co.,  subsidiary  of  the  Foreign  Economic 
Administration,  which  will  dispose  of  them 
as  agents  for  the  Allied  Commission  in 
Italy.  The  shipments,  by  far  the  largest 
that  have  come  from  Italy  since  the  arrival 
of  the  Allied  troops,  include  materials  listed 
as  strategic  imports.  The  War  Production 
Board  will  direct  the  distribution  of 
approximately  96,000  lb.  of  red  squill  and 
224,000  lb.  of  argols.  The  War  Food 
Administration  will  direct  the  distribution 
of  74,000  lb.  of  lemon  oil  and  20,000  lb.  of 
cotton  seed.  Other  imports  will  be  dis- 
tributed on  an  equitable  basis  among 
importers  for  disposal  in  the  open  market; 
included  in  •  these  three  shipments  are 
90,000  lb.  of  bergamot  oil  and  1,000  lb.  of 
orange  oil.  Because  of  conditions  in  Italy, 
no  private  trade  is  possible  at  present.  The 
funds  obtained  from  the  sale  of  the  goods 
will  be  made  available  for  the  use  of  the 
Italian  Government,  under  an  agreement 
between  that  country  and  the  United  States,

Eire  Druggists'  Council  Representation 

Sir, — Will  somebody  tell  the  Registered 
Druggists  of  Eire  that  their  two  repre- 
sentatives on  the  Council  lost  their  seats  at 
the  recent  election  through  lack  of  votes? 
NOf  the  378  R.D.'s  on  the  register,  only 
twenty-eight  subscribe  to  the  Society,  the 
remainder,  by  not  doing  so,  having  no 
votes.  I  would  suggest  to  these  non-mem- 
bers that  they  send  their  subscriptions 
forthwith  to  the  registrar,  so  that  their  two 
rejected  candidates  may  go  forward  for 
election  next  year.  In  any  case,  they  might 
as  well  get  used  to  this  annoying  annual 
procedure  for,  under  anticipated  legislation, 
all  qualified  Chemists,  druggists  and  assist- 
ants on  the  register  will  be  legally  com- 
pelled to  subscribe,  those  failing  to  do  so 
being  struck  off.

Multi-dose  Mixtures 

Sir,— My  attention  has  recently  been 
drawn  to  four  examples  of  the  multi-dose 
prescription.  Three  were  for  16-oz.  mix- 
tures with  a  one-drachm  dose,  and  one  for  a 
20-oz.  mixture  with  a  two-drachm  dose. 
Members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee  (Scotland)  justly  pride  them- 
selves that  they  have  secured  increases  in 
dispensing  fees  from  twopence  in  191 8  to 
sixpence  in  1944,  but  is  it  an  improvement  to 
dispense  for  sixpence  an  eighty-  or  128-dose 
prescription  in  1944  against  a  twenty-four- 
dose  prescription  in  191 8?  A  loophole  in 
the  19 1 9  agreement  has  been  thoroughly 
exploited,  to  the  grave  disadvantage  of  the 
chemist.  The ,  Standing  Committee  states 
that  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland 
has  investigated  such  prescribing  and  found 
it  to  be  negligible.  If  this  is  true,  there 
should  be  no  objection  to  introducing  a 
sliding  scale  of  fees  to  protect  the  chemist 
from  any  exploitation.  If,  however,  as 
many  chemists  suspect,  multi-dose  pre- 
scribing is  being  encouraged  with  the  object 
of  securing  economy  at  the  chemist's 
expense,-'  then  the  Standing  Committee 
should  recognise  that  the  situation  calls  for 
immediate  action.  In  this  matter  the 
Scottish  panel  chemist  is  entitled  to  expect 
that  the  Standing  Committee  shall  refuse  to 
be  deluded  with  excuses.

Dangerous  Drugs  in  Dilutions 

Sir, — We  are  acting  for  four  chemists  ill 
Stirling  who  have  been  prosecuted  (se 
p.  602)  for  failing  to  record  in  their  Dail 
gerous  Drugs  Registers  the  supply  of  certai 
dangerous  drugs  under  prescriptions  writte 
by  Dr.  David  Watson.    At  Stirling  sheri 
court    on    November    27,    after  carefi 
consideration,  we  tendered  a  plea  of  guilt 
in  the  four  cases.    We  explained  to  th 
Sheriff  that  all  the  offences  concerned 
solution  or  dilution  of  salts  of  morphine  c 
salts  of  cocaine  in  an  inert  substance.  I 
none  of  the  prescriptions  was  the  percentag 
limitation  for  preparations,  admixtures  an 
so  forth  exceeded.   But  the  omissions  ha 
arisen  from  a  failure  to  appreciate  the 
morphine  or  cocaine  and  their  salts  ai 
dangerous  drugs  not  merely  when  the 
exceed    the   percentage   proportions  la 
down  in  the  1920  Act  (and  repeated  in  tl 
1932  Act),  but  also  when  they  are  dissolvt 
or  diluted  in  any  proportion  with  an  ine 
substance.     It   was   possible   that  man 
chemists    besides    the    accused    did  n< 
appreciate  that  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Ac 
1932,  had  introduced  this  further  restrictic 
regarding  morphine  and  cocaine  and  the 
salts.  The  Sheriff  deferred  sentence  in  tl 
four  cases  until  January  11,   1945,  ai 
indicated  that  he  might  be  able  to  take 
certain  course  if  he  were  assured  on  th 
date  that  the  provisions  of  the  Dangero 
Drugs   Act,    1932,    Section    1    (1),  par; 
graph  (e),  had  again  been  brought  to  tl 
attention   of  the   whole   profession.  ¥ 
accordingly  append  hereto  a  note  of  tl 
relevant    paragraph    and    repeat  that 
solution  or  dilution  of  morphine  or  cocaii 
or  their  salts  in  an  inert  substance,  wheth 
liquid  or  solid,  containing  any  proportion 
morphine  or  cocaine,  is  in  law  a  dangeroi 
drug.
